WASHINGTON, D. C., . 20.—Jones is well 
known to the police. He has been a 
several times within the six years. He is 
29 years old, and owns and operates a fine farm 
upon the Bates road, about three miles from 
the city.

His chief eccentricity the past two 
years has been to versonate policemen and 
inake arrests, and, after making a show of tak- 
ing a person to the stacion- house, to release him 
with a warning not to be caught offending 
again, Recently he rode up to à  car- 
riage just entering the rounds of the 
Soldiers“ Home and compelled the driver 
to halt.

He is noted for going to extreme lengths to ac- 
complish his purposes, and, whenever he bas a 
thing in mind to do, nothing except the impos- 
sibie will prevent him from undertaking its ac- 
complishment. A few years ago there was an 
outrage committed near his house by a colored 
man upon a young white girl, ana the colored 
man escaped from the jurisdiction of the Wash- 
ington police. Joues appointed himself a com- 
mittee of one, went into Virginia where the 
negro bad gone, forcibly kidnaped him, brought 
him into the District of Columbia, delivered 
him to the Washington police, and the negro 
was tried. A few years ago, too, there was great 
annoyance and large loss among his neighbors 
on account of a gang of petty thieves who 
robbed hen-roosts and the bouses of the market 
people when they left for market. 

JONES DETERMINED TO BREAK THIS UP. 
He made himself acquainted with the gang, be- 
came a member of it, and pianned f or them to 
have a consultation at a certain place one night. 
He arranged to have the police present in am- 
bush where they could hear the deliberations, 
and pending the conference the police pounced 
upon them, and they were arrested and the gang 
was broken up, the police recognizing the serv- 
ices of Jones. When heaccompanied the Wash- 
ington Light Infantry to Richmond some time 
ago, a small riot having occurred between some 
whites and blacks, Jones left the ranks, took a 
club from a stalwart negro, joined in the riot, 
and succeeded in scattering the mob.“ 

A great many incidents of this sort are re- 
lated of him. In the reports which have been 
given of his borse, it has been spoken of as an 
ill-looking nag. Jones, while stoutly denying 
that he is the man who made the attack upon 
Guiteau, insists that 

HIS HORSES ARE VERY FINELY BRED, 
and that he now bas a pair which cost him $600. 
He is not a rough man, as bas been given out, 
but a man of respectability. He teie- 
Kraphed last night to bis brother, who is 
u constructor of telegraphs for the Western 
Union Company in the South, thathe had been 
arrested on the charge of shooting at Guiteau, 
but that he was the wrong man, and that he 
could come out right. He has telegraphed to R. 
K. Elliot, a Washington lawyer, to be present in 
the Police Court tomorrow to defend him. It is 
perhaps worthy of note that this Mr. Elliot is 
the law partner of Leigh Robinson, who is act- 
ing, under assignment of the Court, as counsel 
for Guiteau. 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

William Jones is 20 years of age. of rather 
muscular build. He is well connected, anda 
respected, weli-to-do farmer himself in the 
neighborhood in which he resides—a locality 
seven miles west of Washington, on the Metro- 
politan Branch of the Baltimore & Obio Rail- 
road. He was married about six years agotoa 
lady somewhat his senior in years. His wife is 
Said to be wealthy. Jones has held a commission 
from the Commissiooer of the Distriet of Colum- 
bia as a local detective, and has operated very 
successfully in the rural distrieu in bringing 
many crimioals to trial. He is not considered a 
rowdy. but is said to be au advocate of law and 
order, and only resorts to extreme measures 
when the law lags. bat at times isa little eccen- 


tric. From a tiriend of Jones, who bas kuown 
him and his family from childhood, it is learned 


IN HIS YOUTH 
Jones was severely injured in the head by fall- 
ing through a bay-loft, woich has caused bim 
when excited to subject to violent convul- 
sions. He is not much addicted to dissipaton, 
and it is said only requires a very small quantity 
of liquor to excite hii, and at such times is said 
to be irresponsibie. The statement telegraphed 
from here last night to the effect that the jail 
Officials say that the prisoner had been hanging 
around the court-house all day Saturday is 
denied by his friends. Your correspondent this 
afternoon was allowed to see Jones, who is con- 
fiued at the Second Precinet Police Station, and 
talked to him. In response to a question

There are some 
things about the case which seem to indicate no 
excess of zealon the part of the autborities 
either tocapture the assasin or to fathom the 
mystery of conspiracy, if there be one. 
EVIDENTLY THE WRONG MAN, 

To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July .- A visitor to the 
station-house today asked Jones why he didn't 
bit Guiteau. Jones laughed and said: It wasn't 
that shot at him. I want to see them prove it.“ 
So vonfident were the autborities last night that 
the right man bad been secured that no further 
search was made, and it was not till 5 this after- 
noon that any of the officers on the van at the 
time of the shooting were sent out to the police- 
station to identify the prisoner. Police-Officer 
Edelin, who was sitting on the van with the 
driver, and who fired at the horseman as he 
wheeled and fed. to the 
gtation- house about 
thorough scrutiny 
and some conversation with him, Officer 
Edelin entered the office of the station-bouse, 
and announced to the officers and reporters: 
Gentlemen, that is not the man. sbould 
know the man 1 fired at yesterday among a 
million. I not only fail to identify this man 
Jones as the man, but I could swear that de is 
not the man. 

Othcer Edelin then specified the points of dif- 
ference between them as follows: Jones bas 
a light compiexion, with hardly a perceptible 
mustache, whereas the man who fired at Gui- 
teau was 

A DARK, SWARTHY MAN, 
apparently about 45 years old, with a very heavy, 
stumpy black mustache and a keen biack eye. 
Besides, the latter was cool and sober, and the 
mannerin which be planned and excuted his 
work, even though he failed, was that of a clear- 
beaded, determined man, rather than of a hailf- 
witted ‘crank.’

JOSEPH NIMMO JR. ON THE REGULATING 
INFLUENCE OF THE WATER LINES. 
@vecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnrnoaron, D. C., Nov. 2.—The latest con- 
tribution of Mr. Joseph Nimmo Jr., Chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics, to the subject of transpor- 
tation is embraced in a document just given out 
by the Bureau of Statistics, designed to show 
the influence of commercial forces and of water 
lines towards regulating rail rates, with special 
refereuce to the results of competition between 
transportation on the Mississippi River and on 
the east-and-west trunk lines extending from 
St. Louis to the Atiantic seaboard, the whole 
constituting a part of Mr. Nimmo's report on 
the internal commerce of the United States. 

The first general division of the subject relates 
to the competition between water lines and rail- 
roads and the competition of commercial forces, 
and attention is first called to the regulating ip- 
fluence of the water lines of the United States 
and its limitations. The cost of 

WATER TRANSPORTATION 
being usually much less than by rail, competi- 
tion must exertareguiating influence on the 
latter, varying, however, greatly in degree. On 
certain classes of frvights it is a real governing 
force, on other is of very little moment, ard ou 
others is almost inappreciabie. This regulating 
influence is limited, firet, by the comparatively 
small extent of ioternal water transportation io 
this country, and ineidentally to the absence of 
any connection between the northern water 
routes and the Mississippi; second, by the fact 
that water transportation fails to meet many 
important commercial requirements of the pres- 
ent day—requirements having their origin 
in the facilities for transportation afford- 
ed by the railroads; and, third, by the 
fact that it is inoperative with respect 
to the internal commerce of the country mainly 
through the great interior warkets, votabiy 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, Peoria, Toiedo, 
and Detroit. This, in turn, results trom the 
fact that the movements of commerce are di- 
rected by the trade, rather than by the trans- 
portation, forces of the country.

SURPLUS PRODUCTS OF THE WEST 
and Northwest to the seaboerd and abroad the 
regulating influence of the Mississippi is ren- 
dered effective mainly through the markets of 
St. Louis, while the regulating influence of the 
Northern water-route is rendered effective 
mainly through the markets of Chicago and Mil- 
waukee, and, to a considerable extent, through 
those of Duluth, Detroit, and Toledo. The rea- 
son why the river rates at the thirteen different

But for all that, 
according to Mr. Nimmo, “the average annual 
duration of the efficient commercial usefulness 
of the Mississippi River is, however, cousider- 
ably greater thau is that of the Northern water 
line.” When navigation is suspended shipments 
are made by raiito Cairo end Belmont. where 
merchandise is trausbipped to steamers and 
barges. Asa result of what Mr. Nimmo chooses 
to call the enormous growth of the commer- 
ciai power of St. Louis,” the interruptions to 
na vigu tion exert a much less detrimental effect 
than formerly. in other words, if the river 
dries up, they store their grain and hold the 
stuff till there is a chance to move it, instead of 
being compelled to accept biga rail rates to the 
seaboard. The regulating intiuences exerted 
by the Northern water line over rail rates on the 
east-and- west trunk lines has, in like manner, 
been greatly increased by the commercial 
growth of Chicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, ana De- 
troit.

Mr. Nimmo then passes to certain considera- 
tions which limit the competition of the river 
with the trunklines. The diversion to the river 
route is limited mainly to shipments of mer- 
chandise from St. Louis, for exportation from 
New Orleans to foreign countries and es- 
pecially to European ports. This. results 
from the following conditions of a geo- 

rapbical nature: The competition of the 

isgjssippi River exerts iittie influence 
over rates for the transportation of Western 
produce seeking the Atiantic seaports for con- 
sumption at those ports or in their immediate 
vicinity. Freight charges, from points of pro- 
duction in the Western and Northwestern 
States to the Atlantic seuport, are usually con- 
sideravily less by direct rail lines or by the 
Northern water line than by the Mississippi 
River to New Orleans and thence coastwise to 
the North Atlantic seaports. 

IN A MUCH LESS DEGREE 
does the river exert any effective inflyence over 
rates from the Western and Northwestern States 
to interiog points in the Atlantic seaboard 
States; again, the railroads extending from the 
Mississippi River towards the East do not, of 
course, directly compete for the transportation 
of merchandise shipped from points in the 
Western and Northwestern States to points in 
the States situated south of the Ohio River and 
south of the State of Kentucky, and intended 
for consumption in those States. 
record of Southern shipments from St. 
Louis, and of exportation at New Orleans, indi- 
Cates that, in so far as is developed by actual 
movements of the products of the Western and

We read in history of examples of — 2 — 
monarchs granting to court-favorits and Kept 
mistresses exciusive right to deal in salt. gold- 
lace, giass, leather, and other commodities, with 
a view of enriching the recipients and owners of 
these privileges by taxing the consumption of 
the people. And in all these cases the tax was 
purposely made indirect, so that the amount of 
the robbery should not be readily comprehended 
and appreciated by the sufferers. Most people 
suppose that the day for ail this sort of imposi- 
tion bas long gone by; but it would be difficult 
to find in all bistory a single instance of so mon- 
strous an abuse of the rights of the people to 
buy, sell, and use freely as is embodied and 
practiced, under the claim of benefiting domes- 
tic industry, by the American Bessemer Steel 
Monopoly.

A Discussion on the Saloon License 
Question. 

The proceedings of the Socialistic Labor party 
at their usual weekly meeting yesterday after- 
noon at 54 West Lake street partook more than 
ordinarily of a rational and deliberative cbarac- 


ter in their discussion of the great probiem of 


the liquor traffic. The general sense of the de- 
bate cannot be better illustrated than by the 
following proposition which Mr. George M. 
Sloan, the preceptor of Chicago Socialism, pro- 
sented to a large audience, as follows: 

The committee to which was referred the con- 
sideration of the project of the * Citizens’ 
League.,“ to diminish by law the number of sa- 
loons to one for every 500 of population and to 
increase the respectability of the liquor traffic 
by putting the license at a bigher ftigure re- 
spectfully report that the worality and respec- 
tability of thuse so engaged must approximate 
the average of those enguged in other occupa- 
tions, or the traffic would not be tolerated at all. 

That the ability to pay.a higher license does 
not imply a bigher worality in the liquor deaier, 
but rather that the fortune enabl bim to pay 
it has been built on wider ruin. ey further 
report that they find the present license system 
of this city manifestly a legal device of the land- 
lords, who rule the people. That the proper 
mode for a society that regards this business 
as respectabie in any form; to diminish the num- 
per of salvons is by the rigid refusal of license 
to any premises in which the law has been vio- 
lated, and to license only premises and not men. 

«WHEREAS, Good government is impossible in 
any community where chosen rulers are not 
above te average in honesty and intelligence;

The fish- 
ery business of the great lakes is an extensive 
and laborious branch of domestic industry, giv- 
ing employment iu 1880 to 5.050 men, and supply- 
ing the country with a most desirable and cheap 
article of food. And yet, taking the value of 
the catch for 1880 ($1,784,050) as the basis for es- 
timate, these 5.050 poor and industrious men 
would be required to work for more than sev- 
enteen years in order to raise money enough to 
the tax which the tariff at present imposes 
annually on the entire people and industries of 
the country for the benefit mainly of compara- 
tively very few people, and for one single 
branch of domestic industry. And out of this 
great tax of $31,155,320, 
ONLY $4,479,236 PASSED INTO THE NATION- 
AL TREASURY. 

Again, if we assume the uverage product of 
wheat in the United States at fitteen busbels 
per acre, and that the farmer receives on the 
av $1 per bushel gross for his product— 
both not unfair assumpuons—and. further, that 
the bounty to the steei- rail manufacturers, 
which accrued directly to their profit in 188) by 
reason of the tariff, had been paid to them in 
wheat in piace of money; or, toput the case 
still differentiy, if we suppose the American 
steel-rail makers to have sold their products in 
1880 at the same price as their European compe- 
titors were glad to sell—for from $30 to $35 per 
ton—and then that the Federal Government, 
with a view of rewarding their struggling 
patriotic efforts, bad sent out its revenue o- 
dals, who arbitrarily took from the farmers and 
dellvered to the steel-rail makers twenty-eight 
bushels of wheat for every ton which they man- 
ufactured and sold, it would have required 
26,724,880 bushels (more than was grown in 1880 
in the entire State of Wisconsin, Missouri, or 
Nebraska), or the product of 1,751,668 acres, to 
give them an equivalent in value to the bounty 
which they actually received in money during 
this same year under the existing tariff. 

Now it is not pretended that these steel-rail 
taxes are paid primarily or exclusively from the 

ucts of the fisheries, or from the crops of 
farmers—aithough the burden does rest in a 
upon the latter, who furnish the 

ik of the commodities transported by rail; 
but as all taxes, of whatever name and nature, 
must be paid out of the products of labor, and 
can be paid from no other fund, then somebody, 
in order to pay the enhanced cost of the domes- 
tie consumpuon of steel rails, over and above 
what passed into the Federal Treasury, must 
have performed a service equal to growing 26,- 
724.880 busheis of wheat, or of cultivating 1,781,-

Trading in the Arctic Hegions. 
John Muir’s Letter to San Francisco Bulletin. 

We went ashore on Dilomede Isiand and great- 
ly enjoyed a stroll through the streets and 
houses of the curious Esquimaux village bere. 
It is built on the bald, rurged side of the island. 
where the slope is almost cliff-like in steepness 
and rockiness. The winter bouses are wood- 
lined burrows under ground, entered by a tun- 
nel, and warm and snug like the nest of a fleid- 
mouse beneath a sod, though terribly thick and 
rancid as to the air contained in them. The 
summer houses are square skin boxes above 
ground, and set on long stilt poles. Neither the 
one nor the other look the least like houses or 
huts of any sort. but those made of skin are the 
queerest human nests conceivable. They are 
simply light, square frames made of drift-poies 
tra thered on beach and covered with walrus 
bide that has been carefuliy dressed, and 
stretched tightly on the frame like the heaa of 
adrum. The skin is of a yellow color and quite 
transiucent, so that one feels when in it ag if 
inside a huge blown biadder, the light sifting in 
through the skin by the top and all around, yel- 
low as asunset. The entire establishment is 
window, one pane for the roof, which is ulso the 
ceiling, and one for each of the four sides, with- 
out cross sash-bars to mar the brave simpticity 
of it all.

He and his sister, Mrs. Scoville, as well as 
Mr. Scoville, are displeased at the attempt 
of Mr. Robinson to open up the question of 
mal practice. Mr. Guiteau is candid enough to 
say that he does not desire the acquittal of his 
brother on any ground save that of insanity, 
and that if acquitted on any other ground 
he would not be permitted to live long on 
the face of the earth anywhere. But the 
assasin himself, being bothered by no such 
conscientious scruples, and so egotistic as to 
Imagine that his acquittal on a defense of 
malpractice would amount to a triumphant 
vindication, insists upon lugging in this is- 
sue, and will not be suppressed. There can 
be little question as to which course would 
be the wiser, but it would hardly do to argue 
insanity because Guiteau chooses to avail 
himself of every conceivable loophole of es- 


Cape. 


AS THE Guiteau trial progresses a number 
of people have been working themselves 
into the belief that the monster actually is 
insane, and therefore should not be held 
criminally responsible for the murder of the 
President, but should be tenderly consigned 
to an insane asylum until such time as he 
recovers his right mind, when he can be dis- 
charged cured. It is exactly with the view 
of producing this impression on the minds 
of the jurors that he has been cutting up 
antics in court during the past few days, 
abusing his counsel, haranging the re- 
porters, and browbeating the Court. But 
the rascal gets off his guard occasionally and 
exposes his little game. 

Officer Edelin, who has charge of Guiteau 
between the jail and court-house, in describ- 
ing to THe TRIBUNE reporter Saturday 
night the incidents connected with the at- 
tempted shooting of the wretch by the 
drunken bummer, Bill Jones, said:

Tux sub-committee of the National com- 
mittee which has in charge the perfecting of 
a plan for representattion in the National 
Convention is said to be soliciting informa- 
tion and expressions of opinion especially om 
two points: (1) Whether each district con- 
vention shall be required to be held within 
the district; and (2) whether representation 
in any form based on Republican votes shall 
be adopted. The answer to both these inter- 
rogatories must bein the affirmative. (1) The 
appointment of district delegates ought to 
be free from State, Senatorial, and Boss in- 
fluence of every kind. ‘These influences are 
apt to be strongest at the State Capitals, and 
the district delegates ought not to be ex- 
posed to them or to be required to resist 
them. There is no reason why the dis- 
trict delegates ghould be chosen at 
a State Capital. In theory they rep- 
resent Congressional districts, not Senators 
or States. Then. why should they not 
be chosen precisely as members of Congress 
are nominated? What is the reason for sub- 
jecting delegates to the expense of a journey 
to the State Capital when they can do the 
work for which they are specially chosen 
more effectively at home? (2) Representa- 
tion of some kind in proportion to Repub- 
lican votes is the only sure precaution against 
the nomination of a Republican candidate by 
Democratic constituencies. It is a measure 
of simple justice that the Republican States 
and districts which furnish the votes to elect 
a President and support him in the House 
after he has been elected shall have the con- 
trolling voice in the nominating convention. 
The plan of reducing Democratic representa- 
tion is in some respects better than that of 
increasing Republican representation; but, 
as the Democratic States have equal repre- 
sentation in the committee, the difficulty of 
doing so must not be underrated. But the 
National committee will only half do its 
duty if it does not provide for a relative in- 
crease of Republican representation in some 


form. 
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Mr. JAMES Rxorarn's interesting letter in 
yesterday’s TRIBUNE on Irish rack-reuts was 
mainly intended to show how much above 
Griffith’s valuation the landlords had pushed 
their demands. The new Land Court in 
nearly all cases upon which it has thug 
far passed has cut down the renis to a level 
with Griffith’s valuation or below it. That 
valuation was made fifty years ago for pur- 
poses of local taxation, and it incinded the 
value of the tenants’ improvements. But the 
Land Court excludes the value of the ten- 
ants’ improvements in determining rents. It 
gives back to the tenant all the improve- 
ments he or his predecessor niay have made 
on the land, and which now become his prop- 
erty absolutely, no matter if the landlord had 
caused him to sign a contract surrendering 
the improvements at the end of the lease. 
The Land Court is treating such con- 
tracts as fraudulently made, and is re- 
storing the property to the rightful 
owners. These decisions are rejoicing the 
Protestants of Ulster, where the landlords 
bad forced the tenants to + leases, many 
of them previous to ö by they sur- 
rendered their improvements to the claim- 
ants of the estate. They are now ina fair 
way to have restored to them about 100 
million dollars’ worth of property in that 
single province, besides having their rentals 
reduced about one-third. The Ulster Irish 
were quick to appreciate the vaiue of Giad- 
stone’s Land biil, and they exerted immense 
influence in forcing it through Parliament. 
They paralyzed the Tory opposition in both 
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feated. Mr. Redpath estimates the reduction 


of rents in Ireland under the bill at 25 per 
cent, but they are much greater. They will 
average not far from 40 per cent, in addition 
to restoring the improvements, which the 
tenants may hereafter. sell to the highest 
bidder when they want to part with their 
leases.

The progress of this Chesapeake & Olrio 
Road—better known as Huntington’s line 
while rapid, has attracted but little public 
attention. The line consists of several roads 
which have been bought up by the Huntine- 
ton syndicate, consolidated, united, and ex- 
tended. From Richmond, Va., the road has 
been carried down to Newport News, in 
the vicinity of Fortréss Monroe, one of the 
finest deep-water harbors on the whole At- 
lantic coast. From Richmond the line pro- 
ceeds westward across both Virginias to the 
Ohio River, which it strikes in the vicinity 
of Ironton, O., and there connects with lines 
running to Columbus and elsewhere in that 
State. The road then makes for Paducah, 
Ky., by the most direct route, connecting 
with lines running to Louisville and Evans- 
ville. From Paducah connections are made 
with Memphis. It also crosses and connects 
with the Southern roads leading north to 
Chicago and St. Louis, and at the point 
where it crossesthe Cincinnati Southern it is 
placed in connection with the Chattanooga 
and Atianta system of Southern roads. The 
whole distance from Newport News, the 
eastern terminus on the Chesapeake Bay, to 
Paducah is about the same as from Chicago 
to New York, or a little longer, say 1,000 
miles. Col. Huntington expects to get West- 
ern agricultural products at various points 
between Ironton and Paducah, Ile is san- 
guine of securing a large grain trade ouc of 
Southern Indiana and IIIInols via Evans- 
ville. His road will compete sharply with 
the Baltimore & Ohio. It will undoubtedly 
secure a large tobacco trade from Kentucky 
and much cotton business from Memphis and 
beyond. Its prospects are better for a large 
and growing business than those of any of the 
roads south of the Ohio and Potomac. It is 
in the hands of men of capital, brains, and 
enterprise. It forms another great trunk 
line from the Mississippi River to tidewater, 
and has secured a better and mere commodi- 
ous harbor on the Atlantic than any of its 
competitors save New York, which is peer- 
less in this respect.

In an address before the Methodist min- 
isters of Philadelphia Monday Bishop Simp- 
son, who has just returned from abroad, gave 
the following account of the Irish question as 
a religious issue: 

I have never before seen so distinctively re- 
ligious a line drawnin any issue. Nearly every 
Cutholic is with the Land League and nearly 
every Protestant is against it. Iu 1870 I noticed 
every Catholic seemed to side with France, while 
every Protestant appeared to favor Germany. 
(1) The people have been oppressed, but I think 
that the irish question is closely connected with 
that between Protestantism and Catholicity, and 
that the issue will ultimately assume this atti- 
tude. (2) How closely the line is drawn is shown 
by the fact thatin Dublin, where it is almost 
essential to a man's personal safety. for him to 
belong to the league, I could tind but one Wes- 
leyan Land- Leaguer, and he had beeu boycotted 
into the association. 

1. The good Bishop was not long enough 
in Ireland to study the question very thor- 
oly. His observations in 1870 were very 
inaccurate. The fact is, the Democratic party 
took sides with the French, while the Repub- 
lican party sympathized with the Germans. 
There were many exceptions, but this was 
the general dividing line in this country. The 
French and Irish are Celtic races, and the 
latter would naturally take sides with the 
former and wish them success in their strug- 
gle with the Teutonic tribes. The Irish and 
French have been allies in former wars 
against Great Britain. Aside from their 
Democratic politics and Catholic religion, 
the Irish would not usually espouse the 
side of the French. On the other hand, the 
Germans in this country who are Catholics 
and are aiso Democrats warmly took the 
side of Protestant Prussia in the fight with 
France. Blood was thicker with them than 
politics and religion. The German Catholics 
in this country were apparently as anxious 
for the defeat of the Gauls as were the Prot- 
estant Germans, and rejoiced as sincerely 
and loudly at the triumph of their Father- 
land as did their Lutheran countrymen. But 
among the native-born Americans the line 
of sympathy, as before stated, followed 
party lines pretty closely. 

2. It is quite true that the Protestants of 
Ulster did not join Parnell’s Land League 
as generally as did the Catholics of the other 
provinces. Nevertheless a good many thou- 
sands of them did become members of it, and, 
what is more, the Protestant tenantry of Ire- 
land fought just. as strongly for a Land bill 
fixing fair rents as did the Land League. The 
Protestants generally belong to the Conserv- 
ative party, and they paralyzed the Tory op- 
position to Gladstone’s bill by threatening to 
go over to the Liberals in a body and wipe 
out Toryism and landlordism in Ulster. Of 
the twenty-four Conservative Irish members 
all were whipped into the support of the bill 
but four. The Ulster support of the bill was 
most important and powerful. And the 
Ulster farmers are coming forward by tens 
of thousands to claim its protective benefits 
against the rapacious oppressions of the land- 
lords. The united struggle of the Protest- 
ants and Catholics for the passage of the 
Land bill and the reduction of the brutal 
rents has produced a kindlier feeling between 
them than has existed in two centuries. 
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GUITEAU’S INSANITY DODGE. 

As the Guiteau trial progresses, the evi- 
dence accumuiates that the miserable wretch 
is playing the part of an insane man for 
effect uppn the jury. He has not rehearsed 
his part sufficiently, however. IIis siaula- 
tion of the crank is frequently interrupted 
by acts of thoughtlesness and impulsive dec- 
larations that lay bare his scheme of impost- 
ure and expose the trick he is playing. If 
Guiteau were really insane his insanity 
would be continuous and congruous; one 
part of the testimony would not be likely to 
impress him more than another: but repeat- 
edly he has manifested extraordinary inter- 
est and surprise when the testimony bore 
bard upon him, has changed color, and has 
exhibited those physical manifestations which 
aman conscious of guilt, when it is brought 
home to him, cannot avoid showing. 

If Guiteau were as insane as he is alleged 
to be, is it likely that his memory would be 
more exact than any of the witnesses, and 
that he would recall past minute details, re- 
fresh the memories of witnesses with his in- 
terruptions, and recall the exact dates of 
events which happened several months ago 
not directly connected with the murder ? 

If Guiteau is so insane that he is not re- 
sponsible for his acts, how is it that he is 
capable of conducting his own case quite as 
well, if not a little better, than his counsel ? 
When rebuked by the Court for his obstrep- 
erous conduct, and m with removal 
from the court-room if it Were not stopped, 
if he had really been insane is it likely that 


more violent? Bat the threat of Judge Cox 
had no such effect upon him. On the other 
hand, he took the occasion to notify the 
Court that it coul not be done, and that un- 
der the common law such a proceeding 
would vitiate the trial, and, if he were con- 
victed, would secure him a new trial from 
the court in banc: This does not look like 
the act of an insane man. 

On Saturday, during the progress of the 
trial, Mr. Scoville, his counsel, remarked 
that the killing was admitted, whereupon 
Guiteau instantly exclaimed; “ Not tne kill- 
ing, your Honor: we admit the shooting.“ 
Was drawing this distinction the declaration 
of an insane man? Was it not rather the 
declaration of a sharp sane man, relying upon 
the vlea of maipractice as one of his surest 
lines of defense, which was in danger of 
giving way altogether by such a fatal ad- 
mission ? 

Returning to his noisy and insolent per- 
formances, the miserable wretch himself, in 
one of his thoughtless lapses, betrays his 
purpose. Officer Edelin, who has had 
charge of him to and from the jail, says 
in his statement that on Thursday last, while 
taking him to the court-room, he warned 
him against repeating these performances 
in court, as they were calculated to 
infuriate people against him. He there- 
upon promised to behave himself, but vio- 
lated his promise, At the recess Officer 
Edelin said to him: What did you promise 
mo about making a noise? You are getting 
the people ali down on you.” Guiteau 
promptly replied: Don't make any mis- 
take. I’m influencing the public mind in my 
beliaif. There's not a man in the court-foom 
that heard me today but will believe that I 
am insane.“ What so many have suspected— 
namely: that he was playing insanity for the 
fixed purpose of effect upon the jury—and 
suspected because there was nothing in his 
past career of immorality, or in the atrocity 
which he committed, or in the steps leading 
up to it, that showed insanity, he at last con- 
fesses ina heedless moment to the officer 
with whom through daily intercourse and 
dependence upon him for protection he had 
become friendly and even confidential. If 
insanity is to be made the plea in defense, 
as Mr. Scoville has stated, then this officer 
should be summoned by the prosecution to 
confute the plea with the prisoner’s own 
declaration that he is feigning insanity to 
influence the public mind.“ 

In an interview between a representative 
ofthe New York Evening Post and Dr. 
Allen McLane Hamilton, consulting physi- 
cian to all the city insane asylums and to the 
State Insane Asylum at Poughkeepsie, the 
latter, after a very thorough analysis of 
Guiteau’s case, said: 


To sum up Gukeau's case, I should say that he 
was not insane, upon the following grounds: 
That while of an insane temperament, probably 
hereditary, he is intelligent enough to know the 
difference between rig wrong, the conse- 
quences of bis act, and had sufffeient mental 
capacity to control himself. I have read some 
of his political and religious speeches, and find 
full evidence of thisin them, although at the 
same time it must be borne in mind 
that an intelligent speech is no proof 
of the author's sanity, because I often hear 
as brilliant talk inside of madhouses as 1 do 
outside of them. Guiteau was not sane the day 
he wrote these addresses and insane the day he 
shot the President. He did not shoot in a fit of 
homicidal rage such as we see in some danger- 
ous lunatics, nor under the influence of an all- 
absorbing delirium. His conduct since bis ar- 
rest shows no signs of insanity, but points un- 
„.. to the conclusion that he is one of that 
large ciass of vicious but perfectly responsibie 
persons whose disregard of the decencies of life 
and diseased vanity should have been stamped 
out by wholesome discipline long ago. 


At the commencement of his interview, 
Dr. Hamilton declared emphatically that 
Guiteau was sane enough to be hanged, 
and that he should be hanged, both as a mat- 
ter of justice and policy—of policy Lecause 
his escape from the gallows would have a 
pernicious effect upon others like himself. 
And upon this point also Dr. Hamilton says 
witb great force: 


It is not at all impossible that if Guiteau is al- 
lowed to live he will die in a maduouse, for his 
form of eccentricity gains strength with age and 
indulgence. His success in escaping the gal- 
lows will also have a pernicious effect upon Other 
oranks like himself, just as in a echool when 
one boy goes unpunished the others take cour- 

and plunge into all sorts of mischief. Bad. 
vicious conduct may just as well become 
chronic as good conduct; it is a matter of tem- 
rament and training, the latter being of more 
mportance than the rst. He found all his life 
that people would not punish him for petty 
swindiing, for gross immorality, and he went on 
from bad to worse simply because he was not 


stopped before. 
If any doubt remains as to the responsibil- 


ity of Guiteau for his horrible crime it ought 

to be dissolved by the above opinions And 

if they are not satisfactory, it ought to be 

removed by Guiteau’s own statement that he 

is feigning insanity. 
THE SPEAKERESHIP CONTEST. 

It is difficult to say just how many Rich- 
monds there are in the field contesting for 
the honors of the Speakership of the new 
Congress. The Republicans seem to assume 
that the prize is within their easy reach, and 
that it is not of any consequence that con- 
tentions should arise among the various can- 
didates for the Republican nomination. 
This is plainly an error. The loss of the dis- 
trict formerly represented by Mr. Levi P. 
Morton (now Minister to France) by the de- 
feat of young Astor leaves the Republicans 
only 140 members of the House. The total 
membership is 203, and 147 votes are required 
to secure a majority. It is true that the Re- 
publicans may fairly hope to count upon the 
vote of J. Hyatt Smith, elected from Brook- 
lyn as a Greenbacker, and of Paul and 
Fulkerson, who were elected in Virginia as 
Readjusters, At the same time the division 
of the two chief parties in the House is so 
close that absence, death, or intrigue 
may readily disturb the slight advantage 
which the Republicans now seem to 
have, and it is certainly unwise to court dis- 
sension in the Republican ranks by the ob- 
trusion of selfish interests. Perhaps it is 
unavoidable that the East should have one 
favorit candidate and the West another, be- 
tween whom the majority in the caucus 
would be called upon to choose, but the situ- 
ation is unnecessarily complicated by a large 
number of candidates from all sections. 

The leading candidates from the East are 
Hiscock of New York and Reed of Maine. 
From the West there are Kasson of Lowa, 
Keifer of Ohio, Burrows of Michigan, Dun- 
nell of Minnesota, Orth of Indiana, Davis 
of Lilinois, and a number of others more or 
less obscure who are in no danger of being 
struck by lightning, Four of these gentle- 
men— Hiscock, Keifer, Kasson, and Burrows 
—are already located in Washington, giving 
personal attention to their several interests, 
and others are expected there every day. It a 
spirited and stubborn fight is begun among a 
number of candidates on the Republican side 
itis not at all unlikely that a good deal of bit- 
terness will result, and it is possible that the 
Democrats or the Greenbackers, whose eight 
votes may enable them to control the balance 
of power, may find ‘therein an opportunity 
for preventing the election of any Republic- 
an. The situation Is sufficiently critical to 
demand the subordination of all individual 
ambition and sectional pride to the welfare of 
the Republican party, and especially since 
the Speakership carries with it a right of 
succession to the Presidency under certain 
conditions. 

The list of candidates on the Republican 
side ought to be reduced at once to Messrs. 
Hiscock and Kasson—the former represent- 
ing the East and the latter the West. In- 
deed, there is little doubt that the East will 
unite upon Hiscock, for Reed has not the 


peculiar attainments to make a good Speak- 
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he is not properly entitled at the present 
time. New Vork has now the President of 
the United States and two members of the 
Cabinet; it is neither fair nor prudent that 
the office next in importance to the Chief 
Magistracy should likewise be conferred 
upon a New York politician, and one, too, 


who is closely iaentified with the faction 


which now seems to have the upper hand 
with the Administration. But if the Keifers, 
Orths, Davises, Dunnells, Burrowses, and 
others insist upon remaining in the field (not 
one of whom has any conspicuous claim or 
qualification for the Speakership) Mr. His- 
cock will start out with so much larger a 
support than any other single candidate that 
it may not be possible for the West to bring 
anybody to the front. 

Mr. Kasson ought to command the united 
support of Western Republicans, and also to 
receive the ready indorsement of Republic- 
ans everywhere, for a number of reasons. In 
the first place, he is eminently qualified for 
the position of Speaker. He has had a long 
experience in Congressional service, and was 
always known In the House as one of the 
most thorough parliamentarians. In the 
next place, he Mas been absent from the 
country as Minister to Austria long enough 
to be entirely removed from all the conten- 
tions of recent tactions, and his selection as 
Speaker will create no antagonism. In the 
third place, he represents one of the great 
Republican States of the Union, which prob- 
ably will be deprived of any special recogni- 
tion when President Arthur’s Cabinet shall 
be announced and Mr. Kirkwood retired. 
The choice of Mr. Kasson as the Republican 
candidate for Speaker will secure harmony 
among the Republicans and add materially 
to their chances for securing the place if 
there shall be no rancor in the preliminary 
contest; and this fact should induce half a 
dozen of the Republican aspirants, who real- 
ly have no hope of obtaining the nomination 
and only seek the honors of candidacy, to 
give way for the benefit of their party.

FAILURES OF CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

What are the attempts upon the life of 
Guiteaun and such events as the lynching at 
Bloomington, III., and Durand, Wis., if they 
are not symptoms of a profound and wide- 
spread conviction among the people that 
criminal justice in parts of this country Is 
almost a failure? “The law is a farce” was 
the motto of the mob at Bloomington; and 
the mob at Durand, if it had no motto, had 
equally vigorous methods of procedure. It 
is time that members of the legal profession 
were awaking to a realization of the condi- 
tion into which the criminal law and prac- 
tice have fallen, and the need of reforming 
them. The facts will not be smoothed away 
by any high-sounding allusions to our no- 
ble profession,” for it is a necessity of 
the case that of all the lawyers em- 
ployed at any time in the trial of 
criminal causes, one-half, and probably 
more than one-half, must be engaged in an 
attempt to defeat justice. When we reflect 
that the laws in this country are framea by 
lawyers, and chiefly for lawyers; that courts 
are multiplied, appeals and supersedeases 
made easy and yarious, and the whole influ- 
ence of the law thrown in favor of procrasti- 
nation and retrials, we may excuse simple- 
minded laymen for believing that the object 
of all this complicated machinery is to pre- 
vent any great criminals from being easily 
punished. The execution of justice gradu- 
aliy comes to be synonymous in their minds 
with a failure of the law or the lawyers, and 
it is tacitly assumed either that the defendant 
was poor and unknown or that his attorneys 
were inefficient, or that he had been foolish 
enough to plead guilty. Now, this chaotic 
coudition of the law is not a neces- 
sity of civilization, nor a boon to the 
communities in which it is found,as the legal 
beneficiaries of it pretend. There is no such 
common and habitual fallure of justice in 
England, or in New York or New Jersey, or 
even in Massachusetts, as in Illinois, or Wis- 
consin, or the District of Columbia. The 
Western States have been growing so rapid- 
ly that they have not found time to revise the 
practice in their courts in the interest of 
public justice, though they have made 
amendments on the other side in favor of the 
prisoners. Why, it is comparatively a short 
time since attorneys in England were first 
permitted to address the jury in cases of fel- 
ony for the defense; and only Saturday a 
lawyer in Chicago abused this privilege by 
attempting to crowd the prosecution into the 
odd hours of a Saturday night, so that the 
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jury might be driven into a verdict before 


Sunday morning, and professed to be greatly 
annoyed because he couldn’t doit. The En- 
glish press, it ll be seen, express amaze- 
ment at the latitude allowed Guiteau in 
Washington. It is pretty clear that our 
noble profession”’ has a good deal to learn, 
and would better address itself to learning it 
instead of lulling itself into a false security 
by bestowing idle compliments upon itself. 

THE POSSIBILITIES OF BLECTRICITY. 

The recent display of the new eleotrical 
marvels in Paris has aroused a fresh interest 
in the progress of the science and awakened 
hopes, it may be, that will be difficult of 
realization. Unquestionably there are great 
possibilities to electricity, but there are limits 
also, and these limits without doubt lie with- 
in the range of human expectation, and will 
continue to do so until cheaper methods of 
generating the force are discovered than 
those which are now employed. 

It is little wonder, however, that the world 
is excited over what has been done, though 
as yet few of the electric appliances outside 
of those used in telegraphic transmission are 
complete. The electric light is not perfect by 
any means in its operation or in its color or 
illuminating power, but it burns, it has been 
subdivided, and it has been brought into 
partial use for domestic purposes, and into 
more general use for streets, large stores, 
depots, and factories, and it promises to be 
of value in mines, where such a light is 
greatly needed, and upon the seas, where it 
may become an important factor in enhan- 
cing the safety of human life. At the Paris 
Exhibition its uses were various, in the di- 


prection of force, though it performed no re- 


markable feats, and none that steam will 
not accomplish’ With vastly more power and 
energy, while steam itself has to be relied 
upon as the generator of the lesser force. 
By its use & man was propelled through 
Parisin a tricycle, sewing-machines were 
operated, rocks were bored, little boats were 
driven, and the Siemens coaches or trams”’ 
transported passengers. We also know its 
value as a physical invigorator and remedial 
agent in diseases, its importance in certain 
chemical processes, and its subtle influences 
upon the growth of vegetatiop. Observing 
the great variety of uses to which it ean be 
applied, its universality as a force, and its 
marvelous results, when controlled, for 
use upon land wires and ocean cables, 
where it has no competitor and never 
can have one, it is no wonder that 
the popular imagination knows no 
bounds in picturing its future accomplish- 
ments when, all other forces thrown aside 
as crude and old-fashioned, electricity will 
be the only agency in use, easily accomplish- 
ing all that can now be done with water, air, 
and fire. 

The London Spectator, in discussing the 
question how much addition electricity will 
make to the sum of human happiness, throws 
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they can previously accomplish the task of 
controlling Niagara, or passing the Atlantic 
tide through a stopcock, or utilizing the 
earth’s rotation.” It may be that in the fut- 
ure some cheap method of generating elec- 
tricity may be discovered, some power great- 
er and cheaper than steam, so that the 
agency may be applied to heavy work as 
easily and as readily as it is now applied to 
light work, but until such time—and that 
will not be at once, for the process 
that will take the piace of the methods of 
steam cannot be invented, but must wait 
some lucky chance like the discovery of 
steam itself—the limits of steam must fix 
the limits of electricity also. Steam must be 
used to generate electricity, but the useof 
steam iscostly. It represents but one-fourth 
the energy of the fuel that produces it, and 
in transferring its electrie force to light it 
suffers a still further loss of energy in fric- 
tion and other ways. If we would increase that 
energy the cost must be increased, and that 
is the despair of the situation. But it is said 
falling water in governable masses is the 
great cheap generating power that is wanted, 
but in these days when the savants in- 
form us that water is rapidly disappear- 
ing, where is it to be obtained unless 
Niagarais penned upand utilized? Buteven 
then the area of its use must be a restricted 
one. In connection with the uncertainty of 
discovering the cheap generator of electrici- 
ty, it must be taken into account that the 
electric force itself after it is generated is no 
exception to other forces, but slackens in its 
energy according to the distance it has to 
travel. The most that can be said with con- 
fidence, therefore, is, thatit has been found 
that electricity can accomplish the heavier 
tasks of the world, provided only the cheap 
force to generate it can be discovered. Until 
such time its possibilities are confined with- 
in certain limits, and all beyond that is ideal. 


THe alleged candidacy of certain new 
members of Congress for the Speakership is 
calculated to afford them and their friends some 
amusement, but there is nothing serious in it. 
The Speaker must have legislative and pariia- 
mentary experience. He should be possessed 
of gome of the qualities of a ieader, and ought 
to have been conspicuous in his party by his 
services before he sought to become so by his 
pretensions. There is nothing impertinent in 
the candidacy of such men as Mr. Kassen, 
Mr. Orth, Mr. Kelley, Mn Hiscock, Mr. Hender- 
son, Mr. Burrows, or Mr. Dunnell. They bave 
all been in Congress for many years, have served 
an appreovticeship in the important committees, 
and may be supposed to know at least what the 
ordinary routine of the House is, and what the 
duties and responsibijities of a majority 
are. Mr. Kasson is in some respects the 
best equipped of any of them. He has 
served in four Congresses and in thrve 
of them was a member of the majority. He was 
in two Congresses a majority member of the 
Committee on Ways and Means; once a ma- 
jority member of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions; and served on the Committee on Banking 
and Currency and the Committee on the Pacific 
Railroads. Mr. Kasson took an active part in 
the discussion of parliamentary questions dur- 
ing his eight years of service,as the slightest 
reference to the Necord will show, and was al- 
ways listened to with respect. He would be 
alert, vigorous, prompt, and correct in his 
rulings as Speaker. Mr. Hiscock has many of 
the qualifications of a good speaker, but the ob- 
jection to the appointment of a New York man 
to that office while New York is sepredominant 
in the executive offices is weil founded. 
Meesrs. Kelley. Henderson, Dunnell, and Bur- 
rows have no considerable following: and itis 
probabic that Orth’s strength at the proper 
time will be transferred to another. The con- 
test prowises to be ultimately between Hiscock 
and Kasson. Some of the candidates who are 
now cutting such an immense figure in the news- 
papers will scarcely be heard of in the caucua. 


Tue farther the investigations proceed in 
regard to the Pacific National Bank of Boston 
the worse the conduct of the President, Ben- 
yon, becomes. It seems now that he allowed 
the stock-gambler Weeks to draw more than a 
million and a quarter of dollars out of the con- 
cern ($1,260,000). Nothing was left of the egg 
but the shell. The bank was cleaned out to its 
bare walls. The Directors, it appears, were 
called together Thursday by President Benyon, 
who told them that Weeks owed the bank $750,- 
000 (suppressing nearly half the truth), and 
Weeks wust pay in $160,000 before noon or the 
bank would fail. At the direction of the Di- 
rectors Weeks handed over that sum, and gave 
an assurance that all bis indebtedness to the 
bank would be met as soon as matured. As 
soon as Weeks paid the money to the Directors 
he went to the bank and took £150,000 in 
certificates, which had already been signed, 
and were awaiting his call. The Directors, 
knowing nothing of this, thought the trouble 
oUviated. One Director, learning later of this, 
drew his deposits of $100,000, emptying the bank. 


When it was discovered that Weeks bad got 


away with $1,260,000 of the deposits, with the 
consent and assistance of Benyon, the Presi- 
dent, that individual said he had no particular 
exouse to offer for his lies or his misconduct. 
Examiner Needham says it was impossible for 
any Director or official of the bank to have 
learned, by any record or examination of the 
books, that the bank bad been placed in a per- 
ilous condition, as the President concealed the 
transactions from every one, bad made no reo- 
ord or entry of the business with Weeks, but 
carried it all in bis head, and it was only wheu 
the fact stared him in the face that he had ex- 


hausted every dollar of the depositors’ money, | 


and bad none on hand to meet the ordinary 
drafts of customers, that he made known to the 
Directors the ruined condition of their bank.

out for the tall timber whenever they see one of 
the supposed instruments of destruction.

THE census compels a reconstruction of 
tables giving the areas of the various States. It 
is a curious fact that nobody knows just the 
number of square milesin the Union, the ac 
cepted statistics being more or less approxt- 
mate. An attempt bas been made to distinguisa 
between land and water areus, the latter luclud- 
ing not only coast waters and lakes, but also the 
surfaces of rivers and smuller streams. Pub- 
lished statistics show that not one State or Ter- 
ritory has exactly the area ascribed to it in 1870 
and recorded in almanacs and hand-books for 
the last ten years.

TURKEY AND BULGARIA~—THE FORMER 
THREATENING THE LATTER-—BAD FEEL-

VIENNA, Nov. 3.—It appears that the Porte has 
lately repeatedly drawn the attention of the 
representatives of the Powers to the grievances 
which it thinks it bas against Buigaria. These 
grievances are by no means of recent growth. 
Trey have become almost chronic, but, like all 
such chronic complaints, are apt to become 
acute from time totime. Periodically, there- 
fore, as such representations have been made 
by the Porte, they do not seem to bave received 
due attention on the partof the foreign repre- 
sentatives. for a report has reached here that 
the Porte has embodied all ber grievances 
against Buigaria in a special memorial, and has 
laid this before the Powers. A number of cases 
are brought forward to prove that the Bul- 
garian Government is systematicaily try- 
ing to curtail the exercise of the suze- 
rain rights of the sovereign. In spite of 
the obligations entailed by the treaty, and not- 
withstanding the promises which it has made, 
the Bulgarian Government, it is asserted, neither 
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ti tia fur a long time 

past, and it appears to be strange that the Porte 
should now have thought it necessary to follow 
a different plan make af appeal to the Pow- 
ers, morewespeciaily as during the late crisis in 
Bulgaria the of the Porte and in u great 
measure the Mubam of Bulgaria es- 
used the cause of the Prince. Pussibiy the 
ng-pending difference between the Porte and 
the Bulyarian Agency as to the manner in which 
the commesications of the o Were to be 
made, and which ended by the latier declaring 
that any communication in this form would re- 
ceive no reply. has somethimg to do witb this. 
Even if the threat was not litcraily curried into 
effect, all direct communications must bave

This ts ereeptionally car y anu ioterferes great- 
ly with agricultural iabor, more especially in the 
south of Hungary, where the autumn crops are 
usually sowa about thie time, and in other parts 
of the coun where just now the vintage is 
going on. In ia the continued beavy rain 

as caused inundations, and communication is 
interrupted m consequence. The lowlands to- 
wards tne Save, which are most exposed, aro ex- 
tensively thooded. Serajevo itseif was two 
days ago in rable danger. The River 
Mijjatchka bad destroyed three wooden 

one oy heh and at the west end of the 
town seven bouses were carried away, while in 
other parts people had to be removed from their 
Hooded homes. No lives, however, were lust. 
and since yesterday the waters have been sub- 
siding, and much colder weather with occasional 
falls of snow bas set in. From the western por- 
tions of the country similar. accounts are re- 
ceived. It is said there has been no such inun- 
dation sioce 1847. Cellars and shops are under 
water, and, as there was no time to remove the 
wines and other stores, considerabie damage 
has been done, while the Indian corn, which is 
still standing in the tields, has also tor the most 
part been destroyed. As the rain shows no 
signs of abatement the my ned is not considered 
us past. and a committee of relief has been or- 
ganized to be ready in case of emergency. 


SERVED HIM RIGHT. 


A Drunken Thug Fired On and 
Wounded. 

John Hargrove, who was until recently a Hal- 
sted-street saloomkeeper, and who has a tar- 
nished reputation because of his having 
been arrested several times for larceny and 
harboring thieves, went to the door of 
Galviu's saloon on Madison near Halsted street, 
at about 2 o’clock this morning, and attempted 
to get in. The place was closed, and*so the ex- 
saloonkeeper, after rattling at the door a few 
minutes, asked a stranger who was standing 
there how long the place had been closed. The 
stranger must have noticed that Hargrove was 
drunk, for be gave him au answer such as 
the rough questions of drunken 
man are apt to call 
angered Hargrove, and some 
words were The stranger drew his re- 
volver and struck out with the bandle of it, 
hitting Hargrove under the right eye and in- 
tlicting a badcut.

Some Ex periences in the Life of a Min- 
ing Camp Editor—Mow Frenchy Made 

a Cake with Condensed Milk and Eggs 

—4 Present of a Cake, and How the 

Boys Die Not Have a Feast. 

San Francisco Cal. 

We got the paper to press usually about 2 
o’clock in the morhing, ran off enough on 
the old Washington press, “a printing-house 
hand-organ” the boys called it, as each im- 
pression required enough crank-turning to 
grind out a whole opera on an organ, 
to mail on the early Benton stage, and 
then bade good-night to the office and re- 
turned to our cabin for our late supper. 
To be sure, we had a whole week to get the 
Esmeralda Herald up to press, but as 2 
O' clock on the morning of the day the paper 
was issued was the latest possible hour at 
which we could go to press, We never man- 
aged to run off the first sheet a minute 
earlier. But one New-Year’s night I pro- 
posed to the boys that we should hurry up, 
and have a feast in the office as soon as the 
mail edition was run off. The occasion of the 
feast was that the wife of the District-Attor- 
ney had sent us a cake! We proposed to 
properly celebrate the joyful event in a man- 
ner becoming its importance, and had wasted 
our substance in two quart bottles of wine 
to go with the cake. Right here 1 wish to 
explain. It happened that we alt liked cak 
and it also appeared that we had not taste 
cake for the six months we had been in the 
camp. But we longed for it. It was the 
subject of our cabin-dinner talks, We would 
sit around our late supper-table, smoking 
and recalling incidents in which the subject 
of cake could be woven in. 

Not one of the boys ever told a story about 
an occurrence in San Francisco without lo- 
cating it in front of a bakery, “and win- 
dows were just loaded with cake.” All of 
the dinner stories were begun, It was just 
as the cake was cut“; or, “I had just taken 
a piece of cake”; and how the boys would 
sit there and soleunly lie about the quantity 
of cake they had eaten! If our moth- 
ers and sisters had heard us they would 
have been surprised at the number of our 
youthful days we remembered to have 
passed watching them make cake. Finally 
we dreamed of the subject, and when it be- 
came a question as to whether we would be 
able to endure the strain of hopeless longing 
much more, it was suggested that we try 
and make some cake. 

There was not much enthusiasm displayed. 
then, though we had all lied so about how 
we had seen cake made that none of us 
dared to discourage the idea. It was one 
Sunday we made the trial. On Saturday we 
bought a supply of raw material. There 
was a can of condensed eggs, two cans of 
condensed milk, and some brown sugar and 
cloves. The store did not have any spices, 
but we stole a few cloves from the saloon. 
We would have preferred fresh eggs and 
milk, but the nearest chieken ranch was fifty 
miles away, down in Mason Valley, and the 
nearest thing to a cow was a broken-down 
yoke of oxen in a charcoal-burner’s camp, 
vn the Bodie road. 

So we had to take our eggs and milk 
canned. It was our first use of that class of 
canned goods, and in the excitement of the 
moment it did not occur to any of us to read 
the printed direction, sq we used the articles 
without thinking that they were condensed.

It invites ug to dis- 
miss for the time the spirit of complaint, the 
fault-finding which may come largely from l- 
nature, and to put on the spirit of hope in man 
and of a deep gratitude to God. It it is not per- 
mitted man to estimate exactly the merit and

But the law of suffering bas another use. It 
is not only peual—it is educatory. The discipline 
of suffe can do for ebaracter what nothing 
elae can do. It is not to develop a stupid 
passivity, nor an unfeeling stoicism; not these, 
but to melt, and win, and subdue the beart; it is 
the power that consumes the dross and leaves 
only the gold; itopens wide the gate; of the 
soul to the companionship and sympathy of the 
suffering ones all gbout us; n makes the heart 
tender and quickly sengitive. I have seen the 
strongest meu weep and bend low to Kiss the 
little bands and brow of au infant but a day old 
as it lay cold in death, [bave known motbers 
who had lived largely for themselves and in for- 
getfminess of others, after death bad come to 
their own homes, go out and seek some one ina 
like sorrow that their own hearts might be com- 
forted in comforting others. And O! into this 
great law of suffermg—ot suffering for others— 
God Mimself cume to our wortd in Christ; went 
into the wilderness to bunt the lost; welcomed 
the Magdalenes; wept at the grave, and died an 
the cross. In this law of suffering the Holy 
Ghost is now in the world with “groanings that 
cannot be uttered.” 

Now, put all this scene under the light of im- 
mortality. Look at the world as but the cradle 
of man's childhood. Look gt all this strange 
scene of toil and suffering, not as the end, but 
the beginning; look at it not as a world for rest 
or pleasure, but as a schooi for learning; a bat- 
tiefieid for victories; a pilgrimage through the 
desert; and look at ali its vicissitudes as a de- 
velopment; and then look out upon the eternal 
ages for the coutiquauon and completion ef 
this work, and then you may berin to see how 
“all things work togeder for good’’—gil 
things—iife and death, aud even a permissive 
evil; d then you can in all things give 
thanks,” Then you can gay with Job: "Though 
he siay me, yet will [trust him ; and with Paul: 
None of these things move mo.“ That is the 
true Thanksgiving. 

I stood the other day by the coffin of another 
of our number—Sister Wataers—one of the firat 
to join in this service a year ago, Long a 
teacber ju our public schools, then wife and 
mother, noble, intelligent, and true, and with u 
heurt so large and tender that she kuew all the 
sulferings of love; and she watched for seven 
long weeks by her sick child—watched till love 
could do no more, and then herself sank down 
in death. A few hours after the child she bore 
and loved so well joined heron the other side. 
Aud I stand at tuis hour and see the long travail 
of our world, its suffering and pain, but 1 see 
God work ing out risbteousness, and ' see the 
gates of eternity apen to reccive the weary souls 
ofearth. I see the ships gu down in the storm. 
aud soldiers fall on the fleld af battle, but above 
the storm and the cannon’s roar I see the angels 
of God gathering up from mangied bodies apd 
watery graves the spirits that can never dle.

PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S COURSE. 

But President Arthur, with great good sense 
or political shrewduess, as the case might be, re- 
fused to accept his resiguation. It was proper, 
he said, that as Mr. MacVeugh was identitied 
with a prosecution so important to the whole 
country he should remafh at bis t at leust 
until the matter was ftiaally settled. Mr. Mac- 
Veagh thereupon lost his self-control, aban- 
doned his office, and betook himself to Palindcl- 
phia. Still President Arthur did vot accept the 
resignation, and Mr. MacVeugb was put iu the 
position of attendiwg to private affuirs 
while the interests of the Government 
suffered in his absence. Then came tbe 
fiasco in the tirat case brought into 
court by the Government. The peepie justly 
attributed the result to Mr. MacVecawh's carevies- 
ness, for, whatever was Mr. Curkhill's fault. the 
Attorney-General should have taken steps to 
put it out of even an unfaithful District-Attor- 
ney's power to thwart the pians of the Govern- 
ment. Alive to the public indian on, Mr. Mac- 
Veagb met President Arthur in New York last 
week, returned with him to Washington, and 
then, bis resignation beimg atii!l in abeyance, 
made a parade ut bidding furewell to the depart- 
mont as though it nad been accepted.” 

ME. MACVEAGH’S POSITION. 

Whether or- not Mr. MacVcagh is still Attor- 
ney-Geuera! there is no doubt that be meant in 
his interview with a Philadeiphbia reporter to in- 
timate that be could nat bring che star-route 
conspirators to justice under President Arthur's 
Admmistration. He has made no sreret bere of 
his canvictions ou that point, It does not appear 
that he charges the President with such active 
sympathy witb the accused as to induce bim to 
interfere in their behalf.

THE REDELL STORY. 

The story published in New York today pur- 
porting to give facts copcerning the difficulties 
thrown in the way of the prosecution bas some 
eiements of truth in it, together with many mis- 
statements. A man named Redell. private sec- 
retary to Dorsey, called last summer on those 
connected with the collection of evidence, with 
the offer to betray important secrets. I, wus 
petieved—an impression whicb he perbaps took 
care to convey—that be was led to this course 
by the gonvicuou that the bottom had dropped 
out of the whole matter, and that his own safety 
lay in making a clean breust of it, He was taken 
to Mr. MacVeagh, and to nim made the addiuon- 
al Otter of surreptitiously procuring some 
of - y's private papers that would 
criminagte Dorsey and rudy beyond re- 
demption, The papers were, indeed, brought 
to Mr. MacVeaghb, and they countained most 
startii evidence, among other thi entries 
of sums paid to Brady by Dorsey. The papers 
were given back 10 Redell, and a dey or two 
afterward that person made an altidavit recant- 
ing all hig statements, together with an lutimg- 
tion that he had been asked to steal Dorsey's 
papers by Mr. MacVeagh, ‘This affidavit Dorsey 
took to President Garfield, According to the 
published story the President gave it careful 
examination, and was very indiguant with Mr. 
MacVeagh. This is denied by those here who 
should know. On the cuoagtrary, it ig averred 
that President Gartield refused to cousider or 
eveg to receive the per. However, it is 
shrewdly suspected that the whole thing was a 
conspiracy arranged with the intention of en-

‘wherever liberty is prized, wherever English 
patriotism is kuorn and ted, there the 
name of John Bright is nized and hon- 
ored as few other livingmen. Johu Bright came 
from tne great middie ciussof Kugland. which 
bas buiit up the great maoufaciuring towas of 
Lancashire, that grand, stern, old Saxon race 
that cultivates the irou, coal, and cotton indus- 
tries of Great Britain. are the 
menu who won the great Reform Dill 
of 1832, and it was among them that Jono Bright 
found his faculty of strong, simple speech. 
It was lu the year of the great corn av mono 
oly that John Bright began thinking of the evils 
of government. It was the object of his career to 
give to the multitudes of the laboring poor 
cheap food. Bright, Cobden, Stevenson, and 
balf a dosen others worked like Titans for half 
a dozen years before the dawn began to break. 
It was in the year 1845, when the terrible 
tato-rot broke out among the crops of ire- 
and. and then followed a famine real and 
awful, not like the recent political-manutact- 
ured famine, and yet there was wheat in 
aoundance to be purchased abroad. Then the 
great public conscience was touched, then 
swelled the voice of John Bright, the 
crushing tariff was swept away, and 
the free trade of England was established. 
This left Jou Bright the must powerful orator 
and agitator in Europe. “Wherever you see an 
abuse, bit!” This was his motio. Had he not 
been a Quaker, he would have been a prize- 
fighter. Supp power was his main char- 
acteristic. A marvelously genial man. A uni- 
versal favorit. and yet never recreant to bis 
inciples. His speech struck the bearer amaz- 
ly. Very deliberate, almost slow. something 
like the deep central stream of Niagara in its. 
power, no splash, no roar, but massive, trans- 
parent, reaching its conclusion with a steady 
majestic swing. He was the only man who coula 
pierce Lord Palmerston's scales of incredulity. 
John Bright's extreme peace principles is the 
only thing that has weakened his power. He 
was not a statesman, but a tribune of the peo- 
ple. He is the living veteran, who bas seen ev- 
ery cause he has worked tor victorious. 
STABBING AFFRAY. 
Theophil Kroutzkowsky and Arnold Mackein 
Polish dock-iaborers, went into Johu Wojtale- 
wies saloon, at No. 487 Milwaukee avenue, 
drank some beer, and refused to pay for it.

John L. Wilson and Medore Beau- 
bien Off Duck-Hunting. 


A Visit to the Latter on the Pot- 
tawatomie Reservation. 


His Reminiscences of His Boyhood 
Days—Chicago Half-Breeds. 


Trying the Mettle of the Volunteers— 
The Last of the Host. 


To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune. 

C AGO, Nov. 19.—Forty-seven years ago this 
month, Medore B. Beaubien came to the store 
of John L. and Richard L. Wilson, on Dearborn 
street, in the rear of the then Tremont House, 
on the jot where the Commercial Hotel now 
stands, and said: “John, let's go down to the 
Calamink tomorrow afternoon, and shoot some 
duck and geese.” As there was little poultry of 
any kind in or arouud Chicago at that early day, 
for the reason that there were but few inhabit- 
ants to raise it, and as we were tired of eating 
fried pork and tougb dried beef, we readily con- 
sented. Charles Follansbee’s family grocery- 
store stood next to the Tremont, then came 
Tuthill King’s clothing-store, then us, next the 
Morrison brothers residence, then William H. 
Taylor and William Osborn’s boot and shoe 
store: and, lastiy, Spring & Goodrich's law-of- 
fice, which completed the buiidings to the alley. 
It may be remarked that some of the occupants 
of aliof these buildings are yet living. Next 
day, about noon, Medore came round with a two- 
horse buggy, and, after loading in a supply 
of potatoes, quashegun (bread), and other 
provisions, not neglecting a moderate supply 
of “liquid ammunition,” we started. 

ARRIVING AT THE MOUTH OF THE RIVER 
we put up” with Francis Chevalier (who was 
chief of the band of Pottawatomies at that 
piace) in his wigwam, and getting each “a little 
Indian boy to paddle our canoes, we set sail 
up the river. Heavens and earth, the sports- 
men of today should have seen the ducks and 
there on the Calamink. Some varieties of 

ucks and many geese bred there, and these 
that bred only withia the Arctic circle—canvas- 
backs, red-heads, biue-bilis, golden- eyes. etc.— 
were just pouring in on their migrating flicht 
seaward in incredibie numbers for a rest and to 
enjoy the wild rice and celery that was there 
abundant. Telli the Indiaus to build some 
big fires out of driftwood that lined the 
bank of the lake, on our return about sun- 
down, with all the ducks and geese that canoes 
could bold besides ourselves, the work of pick- 
ing and cleaning the game was berun by the 
equaws and children. Sticks were driven in the 
ground, and on game was impaled, and 
it was roasted toa T. Meanwhile the potatoes 
were baking in the ashes, and, as we had laid in 
a good supply of tea (Bohea), we had a 
jolly time with our red brethren. Throwing 
the bones we were eating into the fire, the In- 
dians told us not to do it as it would

We bet them a hap-to-ma-qua (half a dollar) 
that they wouldn't come, and continued. About 
10 o'clock we turned in on a Buffalo-robe on 
the ground, all having previously taken a goot- 
ne- tos (wood drink) of the liquid ammunition 
aforesaid. About E o'clock music n. 
It appeared as if all the owls in Christendom, 
big and little, were alighting on the wigwams, 
and such a screeching! added to which a pack 
of prairie wolves must put in their lip as they 
circled round the camp, attracted by the savory 
smell of the barbecue at -nightfall. By noon 
next day we had all the game our buggy would 
boid (piled up), besides giving the settlement 
all they could use for some time. On our de- 
parture we gave each adult a gigger of fre- 
water,“ and received a most cordial invitation 
to call again. 

THE POTTAWATOMIES THEN AND NOW. 

Judge Caton in bis address betore the Histori- 
cal Society, Dec. 13, 1870 contained in Fergus 
Series o Annais of Chicago (a 
work that everybody that wishes to 
be acquainted with early Chicago should 
po ssess) ives a graphic sketch of 
the last war-dance performed by 800 warriors of 
the Pottawatomies before leaving for their new 
homes in the West, in 14%, in front of the 
Sauganash Hotel. This was repeated iu front 
of tne Tremont House (where I witnessed it), 
scaring the lady boarders, many of them nearly 
out of their wits. as well it might. Just fancy 
8% men with their war-paint on, brandishing 
their tomahawks and war-ciubs, with no cloth- 
ing except a strip of cloth about the loins, their 
long hair gathered into scalp locks on top of 
their heads, and decorated with eagle and 
bawks’ feathers strung together. some reaching 
nearly to the ground. Then there were the 
discordant music made by beating stické and 
clubs together, amid frightful yeils and gesticu- 
Jations, and clapping of the hands upon the 
mouth, with every expression of rage. anger 
and hate, and, considering how few pale- faces” 
there were of us, no wonder it brought vividly 
to mind the massacre of 1812, at the foot of 
Eighteenth street. Intending to put my rec- 
olleotions and reminiscences of early Chicago 
in print before long. I this fall

of thirty milessquare near Topeka, Shawnee 
County, Kas., stopping with * old friend. 
Medore B. Beaubien at Siiver Lake, twelve 
miles from Topeka, in the Kansas River Valley. 
to compare notes and con over what we couid 
remember of the oiden time. Since return ing. 
many have asked me to “ write up some of the 
recoilecuons for publication in some paper. 
When they left here in 1835-36, they numbered 
some 5.500 souls. Five hundred or 600 first set- 
tied in Platte County, Missouri. Becoming dis- 
Satisfied, these “Prairie Indians made an- 
other treaty, and moved to Council Biuffs. The 
Prairie and Timber Indians again combined and 
made another treaty in 1846. and removed to 
their present reservation. In 1861 another treaty 
was made. and about },500 became citizens and 
took their land in severaity. Of those that 
maintained their tribal relations, about 800 are 
settied on their diminished reserve of tweive 
miles square on the northeast corner of the re- 
serve of thirty miles square. y receive an 
anuuity from the Government from the sale of 
their reserve at Council Bluffs. Those that took 
their land in severaity got $300 each from the 
Government, but can buy in again if they so 
wish. Many have joined other tribes, and some 
are On a reservation in the Indian Territory. 
T on the twelve- mile reserva- 
tion hold their =pasture-meadow land 
and timber in common, each cultivating as 
mucb as he chooses for his own use. They rent 
much of their land to the berders for pasture 
at so much per bead per month, and also for 
hay, as they are near water on the Little and Big 
Soldier Creeks. Many of them go periodicaily 
to the Indian Territory to hunt and trap. Of 
the 5,500 that left Chicago forty-four years ago. 
it is thought not over 1,500 are now living. How 
many “paile-faces"’ are now living here that 
were of a ge at that time the records of the 
Calumet Club will show. 


THE BEAUBIEN FAMILY 


baving occupied a very considerable space in the 
early daysof Chicago, and being interwoven with 
much that is interesting, perhaps from my 
desuitory notes some facts may be gathered that 
will go to mate up the persons and things of that 
part of Chicago's history. Medore B. was born 
at the mouth of Thorn-Apple Creek, on Grand 
River, Michigan, in 1309, his mother being a 
sister of Shabbonee, the great friend of the 
pale-faces. The tirst thing he recollects was 
that his father (Joho Baptiste) was carrying bim 
through the pine timber on bis back, and be was 
so tired and perspiring so much that he patted 
him on the face, saying Poor papa. The oid 
gentieman was then clerking for Joseph Bailey, 
who was ao (ndian trader, Mrs. Bye (Bailey) and 
Medore’s mother being sisters and Shabbonee 
their brother. The furs were marketed at 
Mackinaw, from whence they obtained their 
supplies of the American Fur Company. John 
Whistler married Esther, and F. A. am of 
Chicago, Bye, and Elinor became a nun at 
Detroit. Medore's father fot some goods of the 
fur company and went to Lake Superior to trade 
with the Indians for furs, taking Medore with 
bim. He sent his men out to trade except an 
old man named Tiremeaux. The snow was 80 
deep that the men could not get back, and they 
then lived on snow-birds (being out of — 
visions) until their ammunition gave out, when 
THEY ATE THEIR MOCCASINS. 

They wers nine days out of provisions when old 
man Tiremeaux died of starvation. A poor dog 
that bad strayed into the hut they tried to Kill 
with ao ax, cutting one leg off, when he escaped.

He was 
there four years with John, Jones, and Joseph 
M. Bourassa, John Salein, Peter Longber, An- 
drew Fuller. and a full- biood Indian named 
Muck-Ko, and his brother Charies Beaubien, 
who afterwards fluisbed his education at Prince- 
ton College. New Jersey. John, Jones, and Jo- 
seph M. Bourassa afterwards went to the Choc- 
taw Academy with a number of balf-breeds, 
and Jones ran away with one of the Principal's 
(tichurd M. Johnson's Tecumseh) half - breed 
daughters. 

NO TWO MEN WERE MORE UNLIKE 
than John Baptiste and his brother Mark Beau- 
bien. The tirst bad ali the supposed dignity of 
a Roman or, United States Senator, while the 
other, while always agentieman, was always joliy 
and light-hearted, fond of horse-racing, a 
slight game of draw.“ playing the fiddle. and 
having a good time generally. Mark built and 
owned the Sauganash Hotel on Market street 
for some years. After leaving it be began keep- 
ing the illinois Exchange on Lake street. A 
friend who had been East purchasing goods, on 
bis return asked Mark what he was doing now. 
Keeping tavern like nell.“ was the reply. 
Mark's old fiddle, like himself, has gone to rest, 
the former in the rooms of the Historical So- 
city. I mentioned ouce before that Mark was 
the first person tined in Cok County for a mis- 
demeanor. It was for whipping a fellow nearly to 
death. The fine was $10 and costs, but on a re- 
nearing before the Justice, and ona full repre- 
sentation that the miscreant was a mean feliow 
and should have been killed, the fine and costs 
were remitted.

Hub- 
bard Jr.,74 Washington street.) Francis C. Sner- 
man, with bis team, took out Star Foote (the 
tirst landiord of the first Tremont), Henry B. 
Ciark (afterwards City Clerk, etc.), and myself. 
The prairie was very wet. voters came 
from Chicago, Hickory Creek, and Naperville, 
the three original voting places of Cook County 
in 1831, the two latter each poiling about as 
many votes as Chicago at that time. 

At the breaking out of the Sac and Fox (In- 
dian) war, in 1822, the citizens from town and 
county flocked into Fort Dearborn, then vacant. 
A scouting party went out as far as Naperville, 
where they had the first dance at that noted 
dancing place in after times. From thence 
scouts were sent in every direction, and the 
deati that were massacred on Indian Creek, La 
Salle County, were buried. Ascertaining that 
the Indians had returned to their homes, west 
of Rock River. the volunteers returned to the 
fort. As there were no hostile Indians within 
100 miles, some of the officers thought they 
would '

So one night the videt or sentry standing at 
the steps over the reservation fence (corner of 
State street) was told to tre of his 
gun and run for the fort and give the 
alarm. -He did so,and such a screaming of 
women and crying of children was never heard 
in this reservation before. The sentry at the 
gate (a well-known citizen afterwards, now 
dead) banged off his fusee also, and rushed for 
a place of safety. A flock of about thirty sheep, 
belonging to J. B., some of them baving little 
Indian pony bells attached to their nevks, be- 
came alarmed at the tirst fire, and rushed to- 
wards the fort also. This increased the alarm 
amazingly, and it was believed that the whole In- 
dian cavalry was about making a charge, as 
their ponies all carried small veils around their 
necks. Assoon as the gate was ci the offi- 
cers hurried around to see if every man was at 
bis post at the pickets. Part of the command 
was. Search was made for the remainder; some 
were found in bed covered up with the clothes, 
some under the beds, and one “ stalwart’ had 
crawled up a caimney as tur as he couid get, his 
legs hanging down over the fireplace. Order 
was finally restored, as there was not a “hos- 
tile” within 100 miles. But to retura to

now in Kansas. Qountryman’s child, Jacob, is 
living. here. Solomon Juneau (of Milwau- 
kee) has one son. So has Tom Wat- 
kins, who was clerk in the Pust-Ollice 
here and married Medore’s present wife. 
John Ogee, son of Joseph. who kepta ferry on 
Rock River, is here. Antoine Cuilmette (of 
Grove Point, vow South Evanston)—two sons 
and two of his daughters reside in Pottawato- 
mie County; Billy Caldwell (the Sauganash), a 
step-son nephew of ** Yellow Head”; Louis 
Chevelier—his band resided at the mouth of 
the Calumet—the grandchilaren, Qui-Quo-ta, 
Prophet of the Kickapoo tribe on the Kankakee, 
died here. Iodeed, out of about 100 half - breeds 
that took their land in the Kansas River bot- 
toms, few are left. I bave, since returning, in- 
tervicwed Alexander (Che-Chauck, the Brave), 
and Philip (Pe-a-to-beo, the Quail), haif-brother 
of Medere, now living on the West Side. 

But this desultory sketch is already too long.

This probabiy explains why 
Mr. E. B. Reynolds. the inventor of the new 
light [am about to describe, came on here from 
Philadelphia, the home of inventors, to perfect 
his light, and organize a company for the manu- 
facture and sale of the necessary apparatus. 

The whole matter has been kept a secret so far 
as the knowledge of the process, etc., is con- 
cerned; and it has been the desire of the pro- 
jectors that nothing be published concerning it 
in the newspapers until it was fully demon- 
strated that it was a success in everything 
claimed for it und under all circumstances; but 
the desire to pubiish the latest information on 
what would seem to be an important subject, 
and one which, if it does ali that is claimed for 
It. will effectually do away with the old-fashioned 
gas companies, has led to the preparation of the 
following statement. I do not pretend to actual 
accuracy, but simply give a general description: 

The gas 1s geuerated by passing a current of 
air through an air-tight iron cylinder packed 
with pulverized charcoal and charged with gaso- 
line. The proportions of the gasoline and char- 
coal constitute the patent, and, of course, 

ARE A SECRET. 

There is no gas made except as it is re- 
ges for use; and its manufacture is 

one by the air-pressure. This does not need to 
be more than three-fourths of a pound to the 
square inch. The — that hasbeen em- 
ployed thus far for forcing the air is that of a 
small air-pump operated by water from the 
hydrant in a common dwelling, or by any ma- 
chinery of small power in a manufacturing es- 
tablishment. : 

It was at first thought, by those who made a 
hasty examination of the matter. that the gas 
produced was simply that of common gasoline; 
but the matter was finally brought before the 
Board of Underwriters of this city, with a view 
to ascertaining its bearing on insurance pol- 
ies; and, after a careful examination by ex- 
perts, a report was made to the effect that the 
rate of insurance would be the same as when 
common coal-gas is used. The gas, after being 
generated, passes into a receiver, and from this 
is conducted wherever it is desired for consump- 
tion, by means of pipes. Thecommon gas-tips 
are used, the same as in the uge of coal-gas. 

Now in regard to the cheapness of the new 
light. It is claimed that more than 1,000 feet of 
gas can be made from three gallous of gasolice. 
The expense of the other material is so small 
that it practically amounts to nothing. The 
company that has been organized here proposes 
to apply the gas to appliances for cooking and 
for other heating purposes. The present price 
of gas is about $1.60 per 1,000 feet; the new 
process proposes to make at 

THIRTY CENTS PER THOUSAND FEET, 
or about one-fifth the present cost. 

The new process is said to be admirabl 
adapted to heating soldering coppers. A small 
tin pipe, through which air is forced at a light 
pressure, is carried along by the side of the gus- 
pipe: afew inches before reaching the burners 
the air and gas pipes are united, and the air and 
gas mixed, and in that manner make an intense 
beat at the burners where the coppers lie: the 
proportion of gas to give the 
most effective being regulated 
by an ordinary s-cock. 1 visited 
the lagre tin-manufactory of Mr. H. 
B. Hunt, where a number of these generators 
have deen in constant use for a considerable 
time. Mr. Hunt says that the generators are a 

rfect success, and that be would not now be 
nduced to do without them. He has twenty-five 
Ares in all, with an average of tifteen firesia 
coustant use. With theold process the charcoal 
Yor these fires cost $1.9 per day. The same 
number of fires are now maintained, with two 
burners for ligbt, ata cost of 38 cents per day. 
The suving in time, etc., by the use of this proc- 
ess, he is, he says, very great; and the tre is 
as good as, if not better than, the old. 

The inventor promises, when his process is 
perfected, that it can be set in any house, 

IN THE COUNTRY AS WELL AS CITY; 
that. for 30 cents per 1,000 feet, u gas as good as 
coal-gas can be furnished. This is cheaper than 
petroleum: and those who are in the secrets of 
the thing are greatiy elated, and feel that they 
have a bonauza. The cost of the cylinders and 
other appurtenances necessary to the use of the 
new gas is not much in excess of that of lamps. 
The generator of the gas may be located at a- 
mostany distance from where the gas is re- 
quired for use, the same as in the case of coai- 


was. 

In the use of the new process for the heating 
of soldering coppers, the following advantages 
are claimed: In two miautes from the time of 
turning on the gas in the 22 the coppers 
are ready for use, and remain so all day, except 
when the gas is turned off. There are no ashes, 
no smoke, no mass of burning coal, and no tire 
to leave at night; but everything is neat and 
clean.

The Standard's latest plan 
is said to be to tanks in 
various parts of the country, and send peddlers 
to each house, In Dayton, O., they put up a 
tank, and soon after an ordinance was passed 
by the city prohibiting dealers from keeping 
more than three barrels on hand at one time.

Business Active the Past Week— 
Immense Accumulations 
of Gold. 


The Produce Markets Active and Weak— 
A General Degline in Bread - 
staffs and Provisions. 


The News from the Fast Caused Distrust 
of Values and a Desire 
to Sell. 


FINANCIAL. 


The past week was an active one in all depart- 
ments except in shipments of produce. The 
very want of activity in that increased the de- 
mand for money. Collections, while tair, were by 
no means what they should bave been, and 
hence the larger wants of city customers. The 
week closed on yather a depressing feeling 
among bankers and business-men owing to the 
embargo put upon sbipmenta of produce by the 
bad weather and the most potent influence of 
speculation in breadstuffs. Money became 
closer, and 7@8 per cent were the ruling tigures 
for discounts. Possibly some very large offer- 
ings were taken at 6: but the teudency is very 
decidedty to a firmer and a higher market. 

New York exchange worked easter. and up to 
Friday had reached par between banks, but on 
Saturday it was firmer, and transactions were 
larger and more active between banks at 
par@25c premium per $1,000. We heard of very

It follows 
that from importations alone, as shown by the 
above figures, $622,356,367 has dropped out of the 
Statistics—that is, itis circulating or is station- 
ary in the pockets of the people.

000,000, all of which has been retained at home. 
Making a liberal allowance for what has 
been used in the arts, it is believed on the best 
of evidence that at least $138,000,000 in gold since 
Jan. 1, 1879, has deen absorbed in circulation 
among the people, and that $265,057,997 bas been 
added to the gold of the country since Jan. 1. 
18719. All the items of addition and subtraction 
would occupy too much space here, but it is 
evident that our people have been getting rich 
very rapidly since the advent of specie pay- 
ments, if gold can make them so. It were well 
if they use their wealth wisely and for the ele- 
vation and permanent welfare of mankind. 

The New York Tribune of Saturday bas the 
following concerning the Chicago National 
banks: 

Chicago has nine National banks, with a 
capital of $4,250,000; neither the number nor the 
amount of capital hav ing been changed during 
the past year.

It appears that the Chicago National banks 
have indeed increased their reserve ot gold coin 
over $4,000,000 during the past year, though in 
part because of the greater scarcity of legal- 
tender notes. The reserves held have increased 
$2,738,513; over 30 per cent. If there has been a 
similar increase at other points, as is - prubable, 
the store of coin held by the Western banks bas 
been very creditably enlarged, and their post- 
tion as to reserves mate poem J strengthened. But 
it also appears that the banks of Chacago have 
increased their loans still more largely. In 
fact, the increase has been so closely pro- 
portioned to the gain in reserves that, it 
every dollar of loans also represented a dollar 
of deposits, the ratio of reserves to de- 
posits would not be much greater now thao 
it was one yearago. The “ bonds on hand in 
the National banks of Chicago indicate an im- 
portapt change in the metbods of those institu- 
tions. Instead of sending their surplus to this 
city, to be beld and loaned by banks which pay 
interest on deposits, some of the Chicago banks 
bave preferred to lend about $1,000,000 more to 
the Government. Their bonds represent a part 
of the reserve which draws at least as large in- 
terest as can be safely paid by banks in this 
city, and it is immediately available in case of 
any emergency. Possibly the official report will 
show that a similar course bas been pursued by 
many banks in other Western cities, and, if so, 
the Western banks are undoubtedly the strong- 
er for having removed a larger part of their re- 
serves from the possible reverses of the financial 


metropolis. 

The Nation of Saturday prints the following 
financial review tor last week: 

Less than $150,000 in foreign specie arrived 
during the week, and the receipts since the Ist 
day of August are only $22,951,000, against $47.- 
432.800 In the corresponding time a year ago. 
The rates for foreign exchange were also ad- 
vanced during the week. the. decline in the 
prices of breadstuffs and provisions not baving 
been sufficient to stithulate exports of these 
commodities and thereby increase the supply of 
commercial bills. There appears yet to be a 
fairly good deinand in Europe for American se- 
curities, and the amount going abroad consider- 
ably exceeds that returning. Undoubt- 
edly the country at large is  wprosper- 
ous; the clearing-house returns show 
an immense volume of business, as do 
also the traffic returns of the railroads. The
